The tenth annual meeting of the Western Branch 
of the American Public Health Association to be held 
in Oakland July 23 to 28 will provide an opportunity 
for public health workers to obtain most valuable 
information in modern public health practice. Not 
only will the general program be of interest, but 
affiliated groups and sections will present specialized 
programs of particular interest to individual groups 
of workers. 

— The Sixth Pacific Science Congress will meet on the 
Berkeley Campus of the University of California and 
at Stanford University from July 24 to August 12 
and many of the 200 papers to be presented by out- 
standing scientists from the United States and 20 
other countries bordering on the Pacific will attract 


public health workers to the congress as well as to the 


meeting of the western branch. 


Special sessions will be held for vital statisticians, 
nutritionists, venereal disease workers, sanitarians, 
child hygiene. and maternal welfare workers, — 
health nurses and others. 


Registration is scheduled for Sunday, July 23, and 


the early morning of Monday, July 24. 


The first general session will be held at 9.30 a.m. 
Monday with Dr. Guy S. Millberry, President of the

-ciation presiding. Addresses of welcome will be given 


and papers will be presented by representatives of the 
following organizations: American Public Health 
Association, United States Public Health Service, 
Sixth Pacific Science Congress, Indian Service and 
Food and Drug Administration. 


One of the features of the meeting will be a series 
of four informal round table discussions on health 


education. This will be presided over by Dr. Ira V. 


Hiscock, Professor of Public Health, Yale University, 
and the discussions will be held at the following times: 
Monday afternoon, Tuesday afternoon, Wednesday 
morning, and Friday morning. Dr. Walter H. 
Brown, Professor of Hygiene and Physical Educa- 
tion, Stanford University, and Mr. W. Ford Higby, 
General Secretary, California Tuberculosis Associa- 


tion, San Francisco, and others will assist with this 
program. 


On Tuesday morning a series of round table dis- 
cussions will be held on evaluation of public health 


practices. Thursday morning there will be panel dis- 


cussion on government and medicine. The annual 
banquet will be held at seven o’clock on Wednesday 
evening. In addition to the above features various 
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groups will meet at breakfast and lunch, and meetings 
of the new and old regional boards have been 
scheduled.

PUBLIC HEALTH AND NUTRITION SECTION OF THE 
SIXTH PACIFIC SCIENCE CONGRESS 


This meeting of the Western Branch offers a unique 
opportunity in that the Sixth Pacific Science Con- 
eress will be meeting on the Berkeley campus of the 
University of California, and at Stanford University 
from July 24th to August 12th. The committee, of 
which Dr. Karl F. Meyer, Director of Hooper 
Foundation, is chairman, has arranged a program 
which will be of interest to many members of the 
Western Branch of the A. P. H. A. This program will 
consist of approximately 200 papers presented by out- 


standing scientists from the United States and 
approximately 20 other countries bordering the 
Pacifie. 
listed below will indicate the scope of this program. 
Definite dates for the various topics are not available 
at the present time, but all of this material will be 
scheduled between July 25th and August 2d, and 
every effort will be expended to avoid conflict of 
important topics of the western branch program. 
Information concerning this section of the Science 
Congress program may be obtained from Dr. Meyer. 
Other sections of the congress will discuss problems 
relating to geography, geology, botany, zoology, 
oceanography, climatology, etc., and requests for 


information concerning these topics should be 


addressed to Dr. Roy E. Clausen, General Secretary 
of the Pacific Science Congress, 205 Hilgard Hall, 
University of California, Berkeley, California. 


The program relating to the epidemiology of com- 
municable diseases will include discussions of the fo!- 
lowing: plague, leprosy, yellow fever, dysentery and 
cholera, neurotropic virus diseases (poliomyelitis, 
rabies, encephalitis, and equine encephalomyelitis), 
trachoma, food poisonings, fungus, infections, un- 
dulant fever, psittacosis, leptospirosis, bartonella 
infections. In addition an all day session will be 
scheduled for discussion of the rickettsia infections. 


Dr. R. R. Sayers, Chief of the Division of Indus- 


trial Hygiene of the Public Health Service, will pre- 


side at various symposia relating to industrial 
hygiene. Important topics for discussion at these 
meetings will include: 


1. Public health problems in transportation. 
2. Influence of barometric pressure on health. 


3. Organic solvents, insecticides, pest control agents, and 
spray residues in relation to public health. 


4. Present status of industrial hygiene.
